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Mosquito Proposal| Merchants Appeal to Council 





Again Looms 
In Albany 


State-wide support by the Califor- 
nia Legislature of the proposal to 
include the City of Albany in the 
Alameda County Mosquito Abate- 
ment District looms with the intro- 
duction of a Senate bill by Senator 
Arthur H. Breed, Jr., of Oakland, 


State action has been promised to 
Mrs. Kathie Zahn of 907 Santa Fe 
Ayenue, who has been waging a one- 
woman campaign to place Albany in 
the Abatement District. At present 
Albany is the only city in the county 
not connected with the district. 


Under the proposal, known as 
Senate Bill No. 74, and referred to | 
the Committee on Public Health and 
Safety after its introduction in the 
Senate, the act*would amend Section 
2331 of the Health and Safety Code, 
relating to annexation of territory 
to mosquito abatement distri¢ts. 


Section 2331 reads; “If the terri- 
tory is in a city, consent to the an- 
nexation shall first be obtained from 
the governing body of the city. An 
authenticated copy of the resolution 
or order of that body consenting to 
the annexation shall be attached to 
the anexation petition,” 


The legislation proposed would add, 
“Consent by the governing body of 
the city shall not be required if the 
petition contains signatures of regis- 
tered yoters within such city equal 
number to at least 
of the number of votes cast for goy- 
at the last gubernatorial elec- 
tion prior to the time the petition is 
presented.”

To Solve Transportation Problem 


Representing a group of merchants 
which included Ed Haran, Albany 
5-10-15¢ Store, H. C. Yenne’s Groc- 
ery Store, Ted Williams’ Radio, The 
Albany Pharmacy, O'Brien’s Variety 
Store, “Truly Yours Phil” Smookler, 
Nelson and Morris General Hard- 
ware, Fred Lennox, photographer; 
Hartley's Dry Goods Store, B. J. Al- 
lison Cafe and Fountain, H, K. Cra- 
craft, cleaners; C. H. Eccleston, real 
estate; R. J, Buggee, Hall’s Men's 
Shop, and the Albany Theatre, Wil- 
liam I. Garren of the theatre pre- 
sented to the City Council Monday 
evening a petition signed by the those 
mentioned seeking a remedy to the 
present lack of proper transporta- 
tion facilities for the workers’ fami- 
lies and the Naval personnel in the 
new Federal Housing project areas 
and the NLFED. 

The petition, given to Mayor Bert 
Hill and considered by the council, 
set forth that some 3000 persons now 
living in Albany are without adequate 
bus transportation. and must walk 
not less than three-fourths of a mile, 
and from the farther most westerly 
part of Codornices Village one and 





one-half miles, to do their shopping 
in Albany, or to receive professional 
services of doctors and dentists or to 
secure amusement, 

The petition further stated the ob- 
servations of merchants that sailors 
frém the naval base must ‘thumb’ 
rides or hike from the Eastshore 
Highway at Gilman to the Hospitality 
House in Albany, a distance of over 
two miles, and that no adequate taxi, 
bus or other form of transportation 
is available to these men, 

The Council gave the petition im- 
mediate attention when it was stated 
that a private group is ready, if no 
other means can be obtained, in seck- 
ing a license_from the city for oper- 
ation of a Yaxi or “jitney” senvice. 
The proposed service would run 
through the Housing Project to the 
Naval Base gate and return covering 
the entire business district of Albany 
to. the easterly limits on Solano Ave- 
nue and running on a regular sched- 
ule at-a nominal fee to the passenger. 

After interesting and enthusiastic 
discussion, the matter, at the request 
of the council, was referred to the 
City Attorney and the Police Com- 
mission by Mayor Bert Hill.

Many people are rather vague about 
the distinction between plasma and 
whole blood, and the value of each 
to wounded or sick man, The 
whole blood, when conditions permit, 
is the best treatment, as it “goes right 
to work” in the human system, 
viding all the life-giving qualities of 
“live blood.” However, whole blood 
can only be preserved for a maxi- 
mum of 21 days, and must be kept at 
an even temperature of 40-50 degrees 
at all times, requiring refrigeration 
in transport and storage. Plasma, 
which might most easily be described 
as dehydrated blood, and which is 
returned to a liquid state with triple 
distilled sterile water for transfusion 
into the veins of a wounded man, can 
be employed by corpsmen, and aid 
men right up in the front lines to 
treat shock and>revive those who 
have lost a great deal of blood.

Submits Report 


To City Council 


In presenting his eighth annual re- 
port to the Albany City Council last 
Monday evening Judge Louis J. Har- 
die submitted the following: 
Gentlemen : 

“ submit to you herewith my eighth 
annual report of the business tran- 
sacted by the Albany City Court. This 
report covers transactions for the 
year of 1944. Jt includes cases which 
have been disposed of only and not 
any that were pending at the close 
of the year. 

There were eight felony matters 
passed upon by the court. 

Fifty-three misdemeanors, other 
than traffic matters and city ordi- 
nances, and 1127 minor motor vehicle 
violations—the principal number be- 
ing speeding cases. 

The number fined for drunkedness 
in public placesMVere 206 and 38 for 
intoxication in and about automobiles, 
six civil cases were handled and 13 
smiall claims cases.” 

Revenue collected amounted to 22,- 
733. This amount represents the 
largest sum ever collected by the 
Court in any one year in the history 
of the court. However, the Judge 
pointed out that he does not in any 
way ‘consider the court revenue 
producing agency of any city govern- 
ment—that long experience has taught 
him that in assessing penalties many 
factors-must-be- considered. 

In concluding his report Judge 
Hardie expressed gratitude to city 
hall employes for their cooperation. 
He gave grateful appreciation to the 
present court clerk, Mrs. Hazel Con- 
lon, and to Chief of Police Stanley 
Williams, Mrs. Sigrid Oakley, Mrs.

During the past year the 
Association has furnished all the 
equipment, services of two techni- 
cians and an X-ray supervisor, and 
all supplies used in the mass sur- 
veys being conducted by the Oak- 
land Department of Public Health 


in cooperation with the U, S. Pub- 
lic Health Service. 

This year, as a result of over- 
crowded housing “conditions and 


the stress of wartime living, both 
of which are contributing to the 
rapidly rising incidence of tuber- 
culosis in the Bay Area, these chest 
surveys are regarded as an emerg- 
ency measure to locate previously 
unknown cases as quickly as pos- 
sible and check the spread of the 
disease. That the public is aw 
of the need for these surveys 
evidenced in the increasing interest 
in participation in them, which in 
itself is adding to the yearly cost.
